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W here in the world was Scott Disick? 

After a week of debauchery aboard 
the 154 -foot luxury yacht Out off the 
French Riviera — during which he got so drunk on 
$150 bottles of rose, he groped ex-girlfriend Chloe 
Bartoli — the hard-partying Keeping Up With 
the Kardashians star checked into a Boca Raton, 
Florida, rehab facility July 5. And then checked out 
six hours later. While love of nine years Kourtney 
Kardashian celebrated their daughter Penelope’s 
third birthday with family members at California’s 
Disneyland July 8, Disick was nowhere to be found. 
Two days later, fan Lydia Kessel spotted the bearded 
32-year-old, clad in a black T-shirt, cap and jeans, 
scowling in line at a CVS pharmacy in Wading Riv- 
er, New York. Disick, it turns out, had been holing 
up at his deceased parents’ vacant $600,000 home 
in nearby Baiting Hollow. “Scott basically locked 
himself in the house,” says a Disick confidant. “He’s 
talking to very few people. He’s in a dark place.”

Indeed, for the past month, Disick 
has been “on the bender of his life,” 
according to a source close to the 
Long Island native. Another friend 
of Disick — who was rushed to the 
ER last June after mixing alcohol 
with pills in Southampton, New 
York — agrees. “Scott is running 
off the rails,” says the pal. “He can’t 
keep going like this. It’s scary.” His 
behavior has had dire consequences: 
Fed up with his partying and humil- 
iated by photos of Disick caressing 
Bartoli, 3 6 -year- old Kardashian 
dumped him the weekend of July 4. 
“Kourtney doesn’t want the 'bad’ 
Scott around the kids anymore,” 
explains a Disick insider. The mom 
of Mason, 5, Penelope and Reign, 

7 months, has already changed 
the locks on their $8.5 million 
Calabasas, California, home and 
instructed assistants to remove his 


belongings, continues the 
insider. And she disinvited 
Disick from Penelope’s 
party. Recalls the Disick friend, “She 
said to Scott, 'Do yourself a favor 
and stay away from us.’ ” Instead, 
Disick sent birthday wishes to his 
daughter from afar. That day, he 
posted an Instagram collage of six 
Penelope photos with the caption, “1 
of the only things I’m proud of about 
myself.” The dad is “devastated,” says 
a source close to the family. “He feels 
like he let his children down.” 

ITHEDEEP END 

Disick has struggled with substance 
abuse since his parents, Bonnie and 
Jeffrey, died within three months 
of each other in late 2013 and early 
2014. Turning to booze, he “went 
down hard,” says a source close to 
Kardashian and Disick. Kardashian 


confided in sister Kendall Jenner, 

19, on a November 2014 episode 
(taped last summer) of Kourtney 
& Khloe Take the Hamptons that 
Disick was “severely depressed. He 
makes up whatever pills he thinks 
he needs to take, and then if you 
drink with it, I don’t think it’s good.” 
The 2014 ER trip was a wake-up 
call. Confessing that he no longer 
wanted to be dependent on the 
antianxiety drug Ativan, Disick 
admitted, “I thought I was going to 
die.” Though he checked into rehab 
— his first of three stays within one 
year — he stayed less than a week. 

Not even Reign’s birth could curb 
his conduct. Just a month after his 
son’s arrival last December, Disick 
trashed a hotel room in Aspen,

New York offers certain temp- 
tations too. A Kardashian source 
points out that Disick has “too much 
access to old friends, bad influences 
and bars.” 

And women. Photos surfaced of 
Disick, taken at the Trump SoHo 
hotel during his New York City 
stay, lounging on a couch with his 
arm slung around an unnamed 
21-year-old brunette. In front of 
them, a coffee table was littered with 
beer bottles and pills. “There were 


birthday with twin Marie-Lou. In 
Monaco July 2, “Chloe had to feed 
him because he was so messed up 
that he couldn’t feed himself,” says 
the Disick confidant.

When the paparazzi shots of Disick 
and Bartoli — who he dated in 2009

— hit the internet, Kardashian was 
mortified. “Kourtney has always 
known about rumors that Scott 
cheated,” says the Disick insider. 
“She just didn’t want it thrown in 
her face.” Indeed, tabloid reports 


lots of drugs involved, including coke 
and some sort of pills,” says a source 
who partied with Disick that night. 
“He talked all sorts of s— t about 


Kourtney.” At other points in the 
evening, because he had been “drink- 
ing all day,” according to the Disick 
insider, “he didn’t make any sense.” 

He sobered up to host an event at 1 
Oak in Las Vegas June 26, but hit the 
bottle again off the Erench Riviera 
four days later. “It was a bit random 
for Scott to show up in Europe,” says 
the Disick confidant. “The guy who 
owns the yacht said to Scott on a 
whim, ‘Come party.’ It was one of 
those invites where he didn’t think 


Scott would follow through. But then 
he showed up solo.” With Kourtney 
and the kids at home in Calabasas, 
Disick drank heavily alongside the 
guest of honor: celebrity stylist Bar- 
toli, who was celebrating her 25th 
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of Disick’s alleged infidelity have 
plagued the couple for years, but 
“Kourtney thought they were all 
fake,” says a Kardashian source. 

“She didn’t believe anything about 
cheating without proof.” 

Still, she had been suspicious 
over the years. During a season 2 
episode of Keeping Up With the 
Kardashians in 2008, she covertly 
followed Disick after reading 
flirty text messages from a contact 
labeled “my wife.” And she tired of 
him getting close to pretty, young 
clubgoers at his five-figure hosting 
gigs. At the Bare Pool at the Mirage 
in Las Vegas May 23, “a fan went 
up to Scott and asked if he would 
sign her butt,” says a witness. Disick 
obliged — in front of Kardashian. 

“It led to a big fight,” says the wit- 
ness. “She was mad about it.” 

But Disick always managed to 
assuage her fears with denials. He 
even assured Us in 2009, after a 
four-months-long break from Kar- 
dashian, “I absolutely did not cheat.” 
This time, however, Kardashian 
didn’t give Disick a chance to 
explain. Faced with the Bartoli 
photos, she pulled the plug on their 
relationship immediately, says the 
Disick friend: “Kourtney told Scott 
he wasn’t welcome to come home.” 

» FAMILY FIRST 

Hell hath no fury like the Kar- 
dashians scorned. In the wake of the 
split, the tight-knit family is icing out 
Disick while supporting Kourtney. 
Sister Khloe, 31, posted a smiling 
selfie with Kourtney July 6, calling 
her “my ace.” Kim, 34, whisked 
Mason to NYC for July 4 weekend so 
Kourtney could meet with lawyers 
about custody issues. (Sources tell 
Us the unmarried parents do not 
have a legal custody arrangement.) 
The curious 5-year-old “under- 
stands a lot,” a source says, “so she 
didn’t want him around, listening 
to her phone conversations.” 

Shrewd mom Kris Jenner, of 
course, went into spin mode, telling 
Entertainment Tonight July 7 that

Which is why it hurt 
to watch them turn their backs, 
says the Disick confidant: “The 
Kardashians have cut him off, and 
when you’re exed out, you’re exed 
out.

good, or take him back again. In 
the days after she dumped Disick, 
Kourtney was telling friends she 
was “1,000 percent done,” says a 
source close to the family.

A source close to the 
couple says she has begun speaking 
to Scott “in relation to the kids.” 

The children complicate matters, 
adds another source: “Every time 
Scott and Kourtney fought in the 
past, they would find a way to make 
it work.” Disick’s actions moving 
forward may be the deciding factor. 
“Scott needs to go to real rehab 
and better himself,” says a source 
close to Kourtney, “because if he 
doesn’t, she will never let him see 
those kids ever again.”
